It traa 1ft years ago today, April 


19, 1308, that Senator La Follette 
took the floor and made his fir* 
great speech in United States senate 
on the subject of railroad regula- 
tion, the so-called Hepburn rate 
bill 'being then before the senate. 


Senator La Follette had been in 


his seat scarcely more than three 
months at the time. While gov- 
ernor, he was elected to the sen- 
ate Jan. 25, 1905, but informed the 
legislature that he would not ac- 
cept the senatorship unless the 
platform pledges of the party were 
first enacted into law. He contin- 
ued as governor 
throughout the 


session and through a special ses- 
sion in December, 1506, and 
first 


took his seat us senator on Jan. 
4, 1906. 


By his speech, La Follette 
at 


oncp "put himself on the map" as a 
national figure. It was a great 
speech which occupied the greater 
part of two days and created a 
marked impression throughout the 
country. Many of his colleagues 
were not aware of the fact that 
here was a man who had made a 
deep study of the question of rail- 
road regulation and 
could speak 


with authority upon many points 
over which they droned in 
hazy 
generalities. The 
new senator 


boldly took advanced ground and 
laid down 'the principle of physical 
valuation as a basis in rate-making, 
and indicated other lines of proced- 
nre which have since been followed 
out, but which at the time -were 
startling to inany of his fellows. 
The speech was in great demand 
for yeara and was a sort of text- 
book on the subject among 
stu- 


dents of the railroad question. 


Tho occasion was also interest- 


ing, however, for other reasons. It 
was considered presumptuous 
on 


the part of a new senator to make 
an extended speech during his first 
year. However, La Follette 
was 


aware of the fact that he was a 
better authority on the subject than 
most of his older colleagues and 
felt that it was his duty to his 
state and the country to give them 
tho benefit of hia study. But he 
had scarcely 
hegnn his address 


when they sought to "haze" him by 
leaving the chamber. Thenewsen- 


ator then took note of this fact in 
these words: 


"Mr. President, VI am aware that 


the senators by their absence indi- 
cate? their lac of interest in -what I 
may have to say on'this question. 
But the public is interested and if 
these great questions are not settled 
rightly, seats now temporarily va- 
cant may be permanently vacated 


by those who now have a right to 
occupy tiiem." 


The senate at that time contained 


many distinguished 
figures, 
but 


among Senator La Toilette's col- 
leagues of that day scarcely a doz- 
en now remain, among those still 
in the service being Senators Borah 
of Idaho, Curtis of Kansas, Lodge 
of Massachusetts, Nelson of Minne- 
sota, MoCuinber of North Dakota, 
Culberson of Texas, Smoot of Utah 
and Dillingham of 
Vermont.

The Millionaire "Bloc" 


Suffers a Casualty 


T 


HIS newspaper recently called the at- 


tention of its readers'to the fact 


that of the 17 Republican members of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, 11 are millionaires. 


It was further pointed out that when 


the committee actually does business, all 
thi Democrats are excluded so that the 
millionaire ''bloc," comprising a clear 
majority of the Republican membership, 
dominates the action of the committee on 
;:1I taxation and tariff measures reported 
to the House. 


One of the very wealthiest of the multi- 


millionaires on the committee is Ira C 
Copley, of the llth Illinois District, ivho 
is now serving his sixth term in Congress. 


They had a general primary in Dlinois 


just a week ago. Mr. Copley was up for 
re-nomination. He was opposed by Hon. 
Frank R. Reid, former member of the 
Illinois legislature, whose friends laughed 
;:t his candidacy, because of Copley's 
i;reat wealth and entrenched power. 


Copley owns three reactionary news- 


papers in his district, at Aurora, Elgin 
and Joliet. He owns the gas companies 
which serve each of those cities and the 
surrounding territory. He owns numer- 
ous coal mines and other large properties. 
He admits that he is many times a mil- 
lionaire. 


Reid appealed to the farmers and la- 


boring men and small business men of the 
Eleventh district to examine Mr. Copley's 
record as their representative at Wash- 
ington. 


He showed that Mr. Copley, along with 


the other millionaires of the committee, 
had voted to repeal the excess profit 
tax, to lower the surtaxes on swollen per 
sonal incomes, and to snift the burden t 
the backs of the m&ss cf the people b; 
means of a sales tax. 


Reid showed that in these votes Cop 


ley, in common with his millionaire col 
leagues, had voted to protect his own in 
terests at the expense of the interests o 
his constituents. 


Reid showed that Copley was a mem 


ber of the sub-committee which draft« 


ley was "a very valuable man in Con- 
gress" and praised his part in the fram- 
ing of the revenue bill, under which Cop- 
ley had eased the taxes oh his own in- 
come.

Copley, circulated this letter as an in- 


dorsement from "the head of the farm 
bloc" in Congress. Senator Capper's re- 
sponsibility for-this miserable subterfuge 
will Have to be determined in the light of 
his own conscience and 'by his knowledge 
of the real issues of the Illinois campaign. 


At any rate, the trick did not work. 


Copley was beaten by a smashing ma- 
jority of 4,500 votes. 


Frank R. Reid, pledged to vote for re- 


peal of the Esch-Cummins law, and to 
stand with the.little group of "insur- 
gents" in the house, which is lead by the 
Wisconsin progressives, 
will represent 


the Eleventh district in the next Con- 
gress. 


The Illinois primary is full of signifi- 


cance for every state in which important 
elections are to be held this year, includ- 
ing Wisconsin. If the people of Illinois, 
who have sufemitted to Lorimerism and 
reaction and corporation control for .the 
past decade,-are in a mood to re'buke the 
administration and indorse a candidate 
who denounces the policies of President 
Harding, what is to be expected from the 
people of Wisconsin?

You and other generous citizens re- 
sponded to the amount of $42,600.21— this 
sum to be used in conducting the association 
work for two years. 


We believe that all those who contributed to 


this fund are entitled to know where and how 
the money is being used. 
-Details 
cannot 


be given in so limited a space, but a few gener- 
al statements will indicate the scope of the 
work, and if you are interested in further in~ 
formation, (as wel hope you are) call on the 
General Secretary at the Association building, 
who will be very glad to explain any part of the 
work more minutely. 


Since there was a debt of $160,500 on the 


building, the interest on this 
debt ($8,850) 


was the first big item paid out of the campaign 
fund. Then, realizing that if the big debt could 
be reduced there would be less interest to pay, 
a payment of $9,500 was made on the debt— 
thus reducing it to $151,000. The expenses of 
the campaign had to be met out of the fund, 
and this item was $1,781.89. Unpaid accounts 
of 1920, totalling $4,424.77, were likewise paid, 
from the campaign fund. Thus the sum ex- 
pended so far reaches a total of $24,556.66. 
This leaves a balance of $18,045.55 in the fond. 


Now as to the ways in which.the Association 


has 
served the public during the year. 


Statistics show that 54,000 persons have used 
the building in miscellaneous ways, such as 
registry at the employment bureau, use of 
lobby, telephone, information service, outside 
rooms etc. A total of 1,580 women have been 
cared for as transients in the residence depart- 
ment, and 382,000 meals have' been served in 
the cafeteria. In addition there has been a total 
attendance of 42,000 persons at the regular 
program activities in the building, such as the 
euocational classes, Thursday night suppers for 
employed girls, vespers, lectures, Girl Reserves 
meetings, gymnasium work, sports, etc. 


Numbers cannot tell the whole story.of what 


he Association does or how it does it, but these 
igures indicate that ever increasing numbers of 
women aie turning to us for their hours rf 
tudy and recreation, and for advice or -assist- 
mce in problems of employment, education, 
lealth, and many other things that confront « 
girl away from home. We are always happy to

INDUSTRIAL BODY TO ORGANIZE IN PEACE FOR WAR IS URGED 


BY BARUCH 


B 


ERNARD M. BARUCH, chairman of the war industries board during 
the World war, in a recent address before the general staff of the 
army college, advocated the maintenance in peace times of a per- 


manent organization similar to the war industries board so that lie na- 
tion might be prepared to emplqy its full resources without delay if an- 
other war arose. 
, 
Sir. Raruch said that in a report to the president he had recommended 


a continuation of the work to meet future emergencies 
swiftly. He urged that in the event of another con- 
flict the nation should "mobilize every dollar as well 
as every man." 


• • • "There should not be permitted," he said, "a move-. 
ment of men or dollars, except under some centralized 
direction that would prevent lost action and profiteer- 
ing." 


Development of a plant to obtain nitrate from the 


air along the lines proposed at .Muscle Shoals was es- 
sential, Mr. Baruch contended, to the future safety of 
the nation. 


In his speech he said in part: 
"Wars were fought and won—or lost—on tile land, 


on the water, in the air and en those battle lines be- 
hind the front where the civilian forces stand. 


"It is not enough to mobilize the nation's .military 


strength; there must be a mobilization of its 'full 
financial, economic, agricuJural and industrial resources 


These must be organized, co-ordinated and directed, with the same strategy 
that governs .the operations of the purely military arms of service. 


"The prodigious strain upon the country's pi-oductive capacity must 


be met and balanced to provide the means of warfare, to maintain the 
civilian population and to preserve the economic fabric as much as pos- 
sible. 


"The-resources of the country can be briefly enumerated as follows: 


M«n, money, maintenance, materials and morale. The first four, men", 
money, food or maintenance and materials should be mobilized in such a 
way that the fighting forces or those commanding them will be able to 
draw upon these resources at will, both for offensive and for defensive 
measures. The purpose of these in connection with the civilian popula- 
tion tends to keep up.the morale of the'community. That i£ of- very 
great importance, because without good morale back of the fighting forces 
there can be no real success. 


To control and- regulate industry in its direct and indirect multi- 


tudinous relations, to synchronize and co-ordinate the whole, the presi- 
dent in the World war created the war .industries board and placed the 
responsibility and necessary authority for its operation in the hands .of 
a chairman. 
. 


"I have made a recommendation in my report to • the president for 


an industrial organization similar to the one that was in effect-at .the 
closing of the war, to be continued during peace so as to be prepared.---My 
idea in this recommendation is that the country shall be so self-contained 
that it will he possible for it to be surrounded for years by enemies, and 
yet be able to conduct"war with great efficiency, maintaining all the while 
he morale of its people."
